Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and examiner discussed the prior art relied upon in parent 
case 09/941524. Applicant and examiner discussed proposed amendments to claims 1, 15 and 21 to distinguish the 
invention over Benton and Apparius.
